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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of October, 
November, December, and year 1929. 


October.—The rainfall for the month was light, ranging from 20 to over 100 per cent. 
below the average. For the majority of stations throughout the State it was another sub- 
normal month. The exceptions were the Coolgardie goldfields and a few of the central and 
northern agricultural stations, where slight excesses were noted. There were three general 
agricultural rains on October 5th and 6th, 16th, and 29th and 30th. The latter, however, 
did not influence the southern districts, but these areas received some promising falls on 
October 22nd and 23rd, which did not extend to anywhere in the eastern and northern see- 
tions. Following the dry September, these rains, combined with the dews and comparatively 
cool temperatures, have proved most beneficial to the crops, which should yield much better 
than was expected at the end of September. 


The Coolgardic goldfields had some good falls at the end of the month. These will do an 
immense amount of good to the pastoral country there. Light to moderate registrations 
were reported from the Laverton-Leonora country, but unless they are followed by further 
rains, these falls will be of little use. 


Although the daily recording stations show little rain to have fallen in the North-West, 
the Gascoyne, and the Murchison districts, the season as a whole is promising, as some fairly 
heavy scattered thunderstorms are reported to have fallen in these divisions. 


November.—The month’s rainfall was the result of Monsoonal depressions travelling from 
the North-West Coast through the Gascoyne and meeting with the colder South-Easterly 
winds blowing from high pressures located in the Bight. With such a combination wide- 
spread rains are usually met with, and in the case of the month under review, although dry 
conditions were experienced in the Tropics, and Gascoyne, wide-spread rains were registered 
throughout the Wheat Belt, Fruit country, and the South Coolgardie Goldfields, while regis- 
trations of lesser amounts were noted in the Murchison and Northern Goldfields. 


The agricultural rains, although late, did an immense amount of good and no doubt saved 
the majority of late sown crops. They also filled the dams, and no time will consequently be 
lost during the summer months in water carting. 


The heaviest falls occurred in the extreme Eastern Wheat Belt extending to the South 
Coolgardie Fields and in the Southern districts. In these areas record falls for November 
were disclosed, while at a few centres, such as Kukerin, with 562 points, an absolute record 
for any month was noted. Past records show that unusually wet agricultural Novembers 
occurred in 1888, 1903, 1909, and 1914, but in no case did the gaugings reach this month’s 


figures. 
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There were three distinct rain storms, the first on the 5th and 6th, the second on the 
Jlth, and the third on the 14th and 15th, and of these the last was the heaviest, gaugings 
from one to over three inches in the Eastern and Southern districts being common. In the 
Kimberley the seasonal rains have been later than usual, so far only light scattered thunder- 
storms having fallen. 


December.—Generally speaking the month was a dry one. In the Kimberlies this was 
particularly noticeable, and pastures were rapidly dying off. No rains worth mentioning 
reached the Gascoyne or Northern and Eastern Agricultural country, but on two occasions 
fairly good falls visited South-West coastal areas. These occurred on the 7th and Sth and 
on the 24th and 25th and, as a result, excesses above normal were noted at a few p\aces in 
the extreme South-West and on the lower Great Southern. 


Some thundery rains were noted on the 18th and 21st, but the only outstanding falls 
were 78 points at Borden on the former date, and 133 at Norseman on the latter. 


Year—tIn the North-West and Fortescue the year was decidedly a good one, but in the 
Kimberleys the totals for the twelve months were much below the average. The regular 
monsoonal mains for the season started late in the December of 1928, and gave a splendid 
start to pastures. January rains were patchy, and much below normal, but in the second 
week of February a ‘‘Willy Willy’’—not, fortunately, of particularly destructive character, 
although considerable minor damage was effected—brought excellent general rains. Patchy, 
but, on the whole, valuable thunderstorms continued until late March, when another magnifi- 
cent general fall occurred. From 3 to 9 inches were measured throughout the Tropics, 
and some further useful falls occurred in the North-West in May and June, and another 
in the Onslow district in August. The concluding months of the year were very dry and the 
year closed with seasonal rains anxiously awaited in the Kimberleys. 

The Gascoyne and Goldfields shared in the splendid tropical rains of December, 1928, 
only to a very limited extent. The greater part of that country commenced the year under 
review with water supplies and pastures in a poor condition. January brought some useful 
but isolated thunder showers, the Central Murchison and South-Hastern Fields particularly 
benefiting. 

In mid-February and late March very good falls occurred, and the Gascoyne, Murchison, 
North Coolgardie, and Yilgarn districts did very well, but the South-Eastern Goldfields 
and some of the Southern Murchison country received much lighter falls. April was very 
dry, but a succession of magnificent rains in May and early June left the country in great 
heart, while the Gascoyne and parts of the Murchison and North Coolgardie country benefited 
further towards mid-August. The remainder of the year was mainly dry, but the South- 
Eastern Goldfields received remarkably good rains, partly monsoonal in origin, between late 
October and mid-November. 

Taking the Agricultural districts in detail, summer water supplies were well met in 
December of 1928 in the Moora districts, and parts of the Lake Grace-Nyabing area benefited 
by good thundershowers in January, while February was good, from the water supply and 
pasturage viewpoint, over Northern, North-Eastern, and parts of Great Southern areas. 
March and April were, on the whole, weak, but heavy thundershowers fell over a few very 
restricted areas. May and June were months of magnificent general rain, but there was a 
falling off in mid-July, and this was not quite made up by some good late July rains. 
Frequent showers in August kept the crops alive, but they certainly lost in value, and Sep- 
tember accentuated the position, except, perhaps, over the lower Great Southern country, 
where the normal rainfall was approached. Late October brought a great recovery to the 
districts lying between Buntine and York, including Dalwallinu, Wongan Hills, Walebing, 
Goomalling, Toodyay, and Northam. In early November a series of remarkable monsoonal 
rains affected all agricultural areas, and particularly those most remote from the coast. 
The benefit of these late rains cannot be overestimated. 

The late wheats were, in most districts, supplied with necessary moisture at a critical 
moment, while the early and mid-season varieties, despite the set-back of the dry period, 
showed a great improvement in the quality of the grain, and the end of the month saw the 
harvest estimate improved by a substantial percentage on account of these factors. 

Some slight hailstorms occurred here and there during October and November, but 
damage was of very limited extent. In December dry conditions prevailed with two or three 
severe heat waves, but at the end of the year water supplies were holding out well.
